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School Voted In, Cruiser Out, By 


The people of the town, in Town 
Meeting assembled, Monday night, 
in the High Schoo] Cafeteria, vot- 
ed for the new school, to be erect- 
ed on Wildwood Street, and, at 
the recoramendation of the Chal- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, 
also voted to delay action on the 
police cruiser until January 5, '53. 

About 225 voters were in the 
cafeteria when the adjourned 
Town Meeting was called to order 
by the Moderator, David Elfman, 
at 8:08 p.m. Selectman Lyons took 
the floor, to explain that the ar-| 
ticles remaining from the ad- 
jdurned meeting, Article 4 and 5, 
were adequately covered by the! 
warrant for the new Town Meet- 
ing, and that because of this he; 
moved that this article be passed. 
The town voted to pass these ar-| 
ticles, after which Selectman 
Lyons moved the meeting ad- 
journ, and this was voted. 

At 8:06 p.m. the new Town 
Meeting was called to order, py 
the Moderator. E. Haywood Bliss, 
Chairman of the School Building 
Committee moved Article 1, de- 
viding it into two sections, at the 
suggestion of the Moderator. In! 
the first section, Bliss moved that 
the town raise and-or appropri- 
ate the sum of $535,000 for the 
purpose of acquiring land for, 
construction, and originally equip- 
ping and furnishi a grade 
school building, and it $2636.30 
be transferred from the E. and D. 
account, and that $14,368.70 be 
transferred from the High School 
Construction account and that 
the Treasurer, with the approval 
of the Selectmen, be authorized to 
borrow $518,000 (of which $366,000 
is to be borrowed in excess of the 
Town's normal debt limit, as au- 
thorized by the Emergency Fin- 
ance Board, under provisions of 
Section 10, Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws, as amended by 
Chapter 56 of the Acts of 195%) 
and the balance to be borrowed 
within such norma] debt limit, and 
to issue bonds or notes of the 
Town therefor payable not 
more than 20 years.

OUTLAW THE UNION SHOP, TOO! 
By Maurice R. Franks 


(EDITORS NOT Maurice R.- Franks 
js President of the National Labor-Man- 
agement Foundation and Editor of its 
official publication, PARTNERS.) 

In my last article I pointed out that 
there is a world of difference between a 
“Union Shop’ and a Uniopized Shop.” In 
this article, I would like to reiterate 
that there is very little difference be- 
tween a “Union Shop” and a Closed 
Shop:’ 

Under a Closed Shop, so designated, a 
man was compelled to belong to a union 
as a prerequiste of employment, where- 
as under the Union (Closed) Shop the 
worker is compelled to join the union 
some time afterward, or get out of the 
plant and stay out. 


The Union Shop, thus, is in every way 
but one a perfect duplicate of the in- 
famots Closed Shop, which the Taft- 
Hartley lawmakers were at such pains 
to outlaw, The only difference between 
the two is a period of time. The one 
went into effect before employment, the 
other goes into effect after employment. 
The Union Shop is, in effect, a Closed 
Shép to the man on the job who refuses 
to join up. What Taft-Hartley banned 
thus, was not the principle but merely 
the procedure. Outlawing the Closed 
Shop depriyed the labor boss of his’ pad- 
lock but left him with an economic stop- 
‘watch and club. 


With a Union Shop clause in the con- 
tract, the union boss has a “full house” 
to begin with. He has absolutely no sell- 
ing job to perform so far as the workers 
are concerned. Being comfortably pos- 
swing over the head’of every person who 
works or would like to work in the shop, 
he can settle back in his chair and pick 
Vis teeth. It's caviar and filet mignon for 
him, even if it means horse meat and cold 
potatoes for the workers who refuses to 
pay him tribute. 

A Union Shop clause in any union con- 
tract means no further membership wor- 
ties for the one-time union organizer, 
who .now has the leisure to dream of 
personal political conquest and oil his 
guns for the onslaught, It means for the 
bloated tycoons of the labor movement a 
guaranteed treasury—a bulging war 
chest. And the real joker is that he gets 
free bookkeeping and collection service 
from the companies with which he has 
a Union Shop contract. For in such a set- 
up, the employer is charged to collect 
all union dues, as payroll deductions, 
and turn over the total to the union in 
one tidy lump—signed, sealed and deliv- 
ered—or else! 

A real nifty, there—so far as the union 
is concerned—and no kidding! 

But what about the individual work- 
er, his integrity as a man, his dignity as 
a free American? Nuts to him! He'll 
serve as steam in Big Labor's boilers 
or he'll look for attother job, And if 
enough comipanies are flattened into 
line by the steam roller of union-shop 
unionism—and he ‘still balks at compul- 
sory membership—well, maybe he can 
work as somebody's gardener, even if 

~he happens to be a first-class craftsman. 

Naturally, this doesn’t interfere with 
the sleep of a union tycoon, His dreams 
are not of individual security ; they are 
focused exclusively upon “union secufi- 
ty"— which means to him, “union-lead- 
er security.” What haunts him as he says 
his prayers at night—if he says any—is 
not the fear of betraying the nobility of 
spirit which is true unionism: it is the 
knowledge that he has done an inexcus- 
able poor selling joh and cannot hope to 
get on with his personal power seeking 
without the cudgels of coércion, 
iThe facts are inescapable. Consider only 
that in 1949 the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations counted between them a 
membership of 14,500,000, and that in 
1952, with almost 6 million new workers 
added to the nation’s industrial payroll 
the total of AFL and CIO membership 
still stands at 14,500,000. No wonder the 
would-be supermen of the labor move- 
ment—already White House buddies— 
are bellowing for compulsory unionism!

ANXIOUS MOMENTS 


Gloom was felt, around noon 
Monday, by many people of Wil- 
mington who have been working 
for a new school. All over town, 
the comments began to come in. 
Somehow, in spite of the news 
blackout habitually practiced by 
the Finance Committee, the citi- 
zens of the town had learned that 
the Committee intended to dis- 
approve of part of one of the 
larticles for the new school, and 


‘|\defeat faced the public minded 


people of Wilmington. If the Fin- 
ance Committee. disapproved of 
of this particular item, the chances 
were that the article would not 
carry—at least that was the in- 
terpretation placed on it by many 
citizens. 
In the morning, the attorney re- 
presenting some of the land own- 
ers had made a proposal to the 
School Building Committee, for a 
sum over the amount that had 
been offered. This sum exceeded 
the amount that the Committee 
felt that could be paid, based on 
the percentage ratio established 
by the State authorities. The Com- 
mittee had talked it over, by tele- 
phone from their various offices, 
and didn’t know just what to do 
about it. 
In the afternoon the telephone 
wires began to burn. The Town 
Manager, the Supt. of Schools, 
and the members of the Committee 
in their various offices, called each 
other and discussed the situation. 
The gloom which had permeated 
the people was now being felt by 
these men. Much time, effort and 
money had been spent, and the 
Committee could see their work 
going for naught. They had an 
excellent site, and about $500 had 
been spent, 
Their second site was no good, and 
on that they were all agreed. If 
the articles did not p: that 
|night, it was now. certain that a 
building would not be ready for a 
long time, This meant double ses- 
sions. The figures were totted up. 
Double sessions would cost 
about $500 a month, for bus hire, 
not to mention other costs. De- 
veloping another site would cost 
over $500. The cost of the site, 
according to the proposal of the 
attorney, was to be $1100 more 
than the Committee had originally 
wanted to pay, but—if there was 
to be eminent domain proceedings, 
there was no telling what the 
cost would be. 
If an agreement was to be made, 
it would have to be before the 
Town Meeting. Time was very— 
very short, 
Suffice it to say that the agree- 
ment was reached, and it was 
approved by the town, that night. 
The tdlephone wires are still 
smoking.

‘When this happens, that particular 
area of the screen lights up. The 
beam follows a very systematic 
way of lighting the screen. It 
starts at the top left hand corner 
of the screen and paints a line 
across to the top right hand cor- 
ner. Then it returns to the left 
and paints another line just below 
the first one and so on until the 
the entire screen is illuminated 
These lines must be evenly spaced 
in order for a circle to appear 
round. Suppose that the lines at 
the top of the screen are closer to- 
gether than those in the middle 
and bottom. This would make # 
circle appear flat on top. The'same 
thing could happen on the bottom 
or sides of the screen. There are 
adjustments on your TV set (ver- 
tical linearity, vertical size, hori- 
zontal linearity, horizontal size 
and horizontal drive) to cause the 
picture to give true reproduction 
of symmetry. If these adjustments 
are incorrectly set, the circles will 
not be round.

For- 
tunately, this type of error is mani- 
fested only on circle and not on 
other objects. ‘This second cause 
for distortion is not too undesir- 
able if the adjustments on your TV 
are properly .made. 

‘There is one other cause for cir- 
cles not appearing round. 
camera takes a rectangular picture 
with an aspect ratio of 4:3, that 
is ,for 4 inches in width, there are 
3 inches in height. If your TV ser- 
een bears this same ratio, then 
our picture will be normal. If 
your screen is round or if the 
are rounded, then the objects on 
the screen will appear too tall for 
their width.

Residents of Nichols Street have 
protested to the State Board of 
Education, concerning the dangers 
to their children, caused primar- 
ily by the B&M RR, Bridge, on 
Nichols Street.

Dear Sir: > 

Enclosed is a copy of a letter 
being sent, by the residents of 
Nichols Street near the Tewks- 
bury line, to the State Board of 
Education, regarding a question 
of safety concerning nine children 
of this area. It is ding the 
bridge going. over the railroad 
tracks on Nichols Street. Our 
children must cross this bridge to 
get to the school bus. Before 
school started on September 3rd, 
we had spoken to Mr. Good, Sup- 
erintendent of schools, about 
bringing the bus up Nichols 
Street or in some way providing 
transportation, He has apparently 
been trying to do something about 
i evident his hands ate 
tied in matter. As the situa- 
tion now stands we are walking 
these children down there and 
over the bridge and going after 
them again in the afternoon. We 
cannot continue to do this as we 
are not physically able to. Some 
of ug leave small children who we 
must dress and get out for that 
long walk. This bridge is a men- 
ace and an invitation to tragedy. 
When you send a group of children 
over such a bridge alone, any gne 
with any undetstanding of chil- 
dren could see what the result 
would be. We mothers as a group 


|walking these youngsters, have 
fall we can do to handle all of the 


children when we reach this 
bridge. Not only do we have the 
school children Sat the little pre- 
schodl age children, At the time 
they go and come home, there is 
usually a train scheduled to go 
under the bridge: Now, no matter 
how much instructions we give 
these children in safety, “Cau- 
tion will go to the far minds when 
they see a train or hear the whis- 
tle. Even when thete is no tram 
they are just straining their ears 
to hear a train. We read the no- 
tice in the paper of September 
10th as George Fuller, Jr's. funer+ 
al. We do not want a similar no- 
tice for any of our youngsters, I 
was told that if we instruct these 
youngsters on safety, there will 
be no problem. 

George Fuller Jr’s. father is a 
local policeman and it’ is reason- 
‘able to assume he gave his son 
proper instruction on the safety 
rules, This boy was four years old- 
er than the eldest in our group 
of youngsters.’ From my under- 
standing of the accident that oc- 
cured, these boys were riding as a 
group, and were riding unproper- 
ly. Had this boy been alone, per- 
haps he would have been O.K., but 
being a real youngster and with a 
group they were happy and com- 
pletely unaware of any dangers. 
We are not going to sit idly by 
and have a tragedy happen in our 
homes due to complete disregard 
by officials who pretend to have 
the interest of our children at 
heart. This is not said in any 
reference to Mr. Good, our Supt. 
of Schools, for to my way of 
thinking he has done as much as 
he could, but after all he can only 
do so much. It is a vicious cycle 
for these children are not merely 
statistics on a piece of paper on 
the school rolls. They are precious 
and dear, Money cannot buy them 
back, once they are gone. I think 
a great deal’ of this disregard of 
human life is due to our late 
World War and now Korean War. 
It seems so easy to read on paper, 
“We had only so many casualties 
for this month, so many less than 
last month, Perhaps the was is 
unavoidable, who knows, but I do 
know it is vital that we protect 
adequately on future citizens and 
see that they have their chance in 
this world.”

2. There must be no odors ob- 
jectionable or injurious in any 
way beyond the limits of prop- 
erty owned by the company, with- 
in boundaries as stipulated in ap- 
plication. 

8. (a) Sewage disposal must be 
carried out in accordance with 
standards prescribed by the Town 
Board of Health, 

3. (b) Waste products to be 
disposed of by means of a liquid 
waste disposal-tile ber area to be 
invisible from any ‘existing street 
‘or dwelling, and not to have any 
injurious effects to the property 
of any abuttor. 

4, Plant to be constructed in ac- 

cordance with the Town building 
laws and acceptable, to the com- 
pany’s fire, explosion, extended 
coverage and liability insurance 
| earrier(s). 
_ 5. There must be no nuisance 
created to any Town resident at 
any time from smoke, gases or 
vapors ‘resulting from the opera- 
tion of thisidplant. 

6. There must be at least three 
hydrants within five hundred feet 
of the plant before beginning op- 
erations.

Avoid ace J by 
having good tire treads and. by 
keeping speed low. Use chains. 
If you carry children to and 
from school in your car: don’t 
overcrowd the car. Insist on order- 
ly behavior by the children in the 
. A'safety device should be in- 
‘stalled on car doors to keep chil- 
dren from falling from the mov- 
ing car. 

By following these rules, you wil? 
help to cut down the tragic toll 
of the leading cause of death and 
disability among children.
